FUKUSHIMA MISSIONARY’S FUND. 


The work that in the past fow months has 


‘The suffering that 


removed districts it must be: terrible beyond 


Not only in the bill districts" but in the towne 
there is much suffering, with which the foreign- 
ers in the treaty ports can be used to advantage. 
Among’ those who are working in the towns 
and urban districts is the Rev, W. H. Smart, 
towhom has been contributed a considerable 
um of money which has been expended in | 
relieving. the poor in the city of Fukushima: and 


Smart, giving particulars of his work, and 
which for several other reasons is well worth 
reading. Mr, Smart says:— : 

“You will be glad to know things are stoking ; 
much brighter, and although even now there is 
much poverty the people are beginning to work 
onthe land. One sees this every where except 
the hill districts, where the snow is still deep 
bur melting fast. . 

“Those interested in helping the sufferers in 
thé famine districts -have, with the kind and 
generous contributions given them to distribute: 
been able to do much everywhere to help feed 
and sustain the people in their affliction and 
We cannot stop our work of obligation 
to further help them, althuugh now in a much’ 
less degree, but think we ought to think twice 
before we ask -for further large sums from: 
America and Europe,, Much money and food- 
‘stuff is already in the country, much on the 
way, with still many willing residents in the [ 
country who will feel ita duty and pleasure to 
contribute again to help the. poor folk of the 
North. 

We have been'paying all our attention to 
the i interior in the famine di: trict, but we hava 
had to learn that in some of the large towns 
there is indeed also much suffering and poverty 
‘through the famine. | feel i-can plead for 
‘them, for I have been making: special in- 
vestigation as to the condition of these people, 
‘and Lbave seen cases equally in need of help 
with those in the famine district. At the 
request of some officials: I” have opened relief 
work in his town, and am able te°see most 
cases for myself, } wanta little more moncy 
to carry out this devirable and needful. ‘work, 
and any further help you can give meor induce 
others to give I shall be grateful for on behalf 
of many very poor people. 

“"[ began in a very humble way with one 
village, but my friends came to my help with 
liberal donations, until Lam now assisting in 
the work of twenty villages io this ken. In 
most of them I either send rice or they fetch it 
from the Yakuba. tn five villages it is given 
out by us on certain days, In threo villages 
every week 300 hot meals oye sérved out to 
‘poor children, In one month over 1,0co poor 
gét from 1 to 3 sho of rice. Lots ofold and 
new clothes have been given away. In Fuku- 
shina from my.own house some 100 people get 
rice, tickets forfwhich I give to the Chief of 
Police. The poverty ‘in this town is dreadful, 
and it isfor these I can aak for help.” 

The reverend gentleman mentions, that 
‘Y¥5,070.71 has bees contributed to his fund, for 
which he thanks bis friends; aod of this sum 
rover ¥go0 has been contributed: from Kobs, 
including Yaag from the Oriental Hotel sub- 
scription among gucats and Y310 from ithe 
‘Rising, Sun!Lodge of Masons.

; PROGRESS IN MALAYA. 


Of inte there has been a distinct movement 
throughout the Chinese of Malaya in favour ot 
the education of the rising generation in Chin-, 
-ese, siys the Stratis Echo, By education it 
Chinese we do not mean that the youngslers 
are to study the old Chinese classics, but that 
they ave to have an education on'‘modem lines 
which is to be imparted in their own tongue, 
instead of inanalicnone, , ~ : 

{n the Dutch Indies this scheme of educa- 
tion has made great strides, * There the Chin- 
ese youngsters ‘nre instructed in the Mandarin 
dialect and taught upon a system by which, in 
the short space of (wo years, they can not only 
leara the wiitten character sufficiently to en- 
able them to conduct any ordinary business 
with China, but learn to spesk the Mandarin 
dialect, The advantage of which is that it 
will carry one from one end of China to the 
other; whereas, the boys who are instructed in 
our local schools only learn the Hokkien and 
Cantonese dialects, which are only useful in 
those particular, Provinces, The boys who 
have learnt their Chinese in Penang often re- 
quire the services of an interpreter when in 

anton or Shanghai, while those from: the 
Netherlands Indies are at home all over China. 

Pr Lim Boon Keng has been taking a great 
interest in this movement and has just made a 
trip to the. Dutch Indies to study the system of 
instruction in voguethere. The result of his 
voyage ‘has teen that he has been able to ar- 
range for the intreduction of qualified teachers 
to Singapore and schools are to be established 
for the education of boys on the above principle, 
while Government has, we understand, promis- 
ed to foster the scheme by grants in aid,
